HEW YOBK, December 28.—Rev. Henry 


Ward Beecher preached yesterday morn- 
ing from the ninth verse of the third 
chapter of First Corinthians: 


"For we are laborers together with 


God; ye are God's husbandry; re are 
God's building." 


He said: "We most think of God as a 


person, although the limitation of human 
personality is such as by no means to 
cover the whole extent of what would be 
divine personality; but our personality 
represents 
a 
more 
nearly 
perfect 


conception 
of 
the 
divine exist- 


ence 
than 
any 
other 
point 


in humau experience. Personality may 
not express him fully, yet is necessary to 
us. Nor is that necessity in any degree 
diminished by saying that our concep- 
tions of God must be in their very nature 
limited. As far as they are to be had at 
all, they must be had with the limitations 
that belong to human conditions. Any 
other method of thinking of God evap- 
orates the divine being. That he is a 
"tendency to righteousness" is all very 
well in an essay or poem, but as an ob- 
ject oi thought, influence or communion, 
it really takes away all thought of God. 
No man wants to throw his arm around 
the neek of a "tendency." II we are to 
worship God, and to love God, and to 
obey God, there must be something that 
shall answer to the training that we have 
had in human life, and from which train- 
ing our affections, our obedience and our 
reverence have had their overflow. 
"We are fellow-workers with God." 


Physical nature has but a very limited 
constitution in itself. 
Physical things 


have in themselves, when let alone, a 
very limited movement; very limited 
power of outplay, and an immense power 
of being played out, provided you can 
get some energy to do It. The infusion 
ot human thought and human will has 
recreated this world; and all the ele^ 
ments which we call matter, and all the 
laws of force, and the whole evolution ot 
time in regard to the development of life 
—all of it is the result of, the opera- 
tion ot human thought, human skill 
and 
human 
will 
upon 
otherwise 


limited or even dead matter. And as the 
whole universe is the outplay of God's 
thought and will, so in our limited 
section we find that the created uni- 
verse as it exists in civilization is the 
result of the outplay of our thought 
and

speaking inert nature gives HIP mate- 
rial, but it is human intellect and mind 
that givps those materials any power to 
tie other than dead, or to crawl in the 
very narrowest circle oi existence.

of it tons: "We are God's husbandry; 
we are God's building." 
ff I were to 


take the latter, I should steer off in the' 
direction of art and mechanics. III pre- 
fer to take the other—"Ye are God's hus- 
bandry"—we bear some such relation to 
creation as God himself does. It is as if 
God created raw material, and set us as 
apprentices and journeymen to work it 
up. 
And in 
the 
moral sphere the 


analogy holds perfectly. The rudimentary, 
and primitive elements of God; the 
development, harmonization and beati- 
tication of all moral elements is of man; 
and hence we are declared in that passage 
of profound physiology that we are to 
work out our own salvation with fear 
and trembling. 


"We are God's husbandry." And may 


it not he just as well for us to spend a' 
few momenta—not a great many—in a 
consideration ot what our spiritual hus- 
bandry has done for us? Our will, our 
wisdom, our consecrated purpose; what 
have they done with the materials that 
God has planted twlthtn us and around 
us? Who has bought in any cultivated 
land this year? Who has redeemed

within 
himself?

this 
brings 
us 
to 
the 


the very pivotal point of my ministry, and 
that is the figure in Fifth Galatians—the 
•fruit of the Spirit. Did you ever think ot 
the words "Fruit of the Spirit of God?" 
That is, God ie a gardener and is raising 
fruit. You arc all of you part of God's 
garden (I pity the gardener often). But 
the frnlt of the Spirit—let me name them, 
a few of them, and ask you how the year 
has been in your husbandry.

BUnALO'8 CKKMATOBY. 


The Tint Body SuoaeMtoUr Bodnoad to 
Ashes. 


BUFFALO, N. T., December 28.—The 


Morning Express describes the first cre- 
mation in Buffalo, which took place yes- 
terday in the new temple on Delavan 
avenue. The furnace and process is that 
of Venini, of Milan, and the retort baa 
been constructed under the supervision 
of the inventor's representative, Signer 
Geronimi, who came to this country for 
that purpose. Although the temple—which 
will be the most aesthetic structure of its 
kind 
in 
this 
country—is 
not 
yet 


completed, Geronlmi's desire to return 
to Milan at otice made a test necessary, 
and it was made In the presence of three 
physicians and a number of Directors of 
the company, and the undertaker who 
furnished the body. A little before eight 
o'clock the attendants lighted the fires 
which bum in Tittle niches, which are in 
the 
main 
furnace, 
and 
which set 


fife to 
the gas 
coming 
from the 


main gas quarter in the basement. 
These 
serve 
to 
warm 
up 
the 


furnace preparatory to its being subjected 
to the intense heat which comes when 
the principal combustion takes place. 
Half an hour later the main fire in the gas 
generator was lit, and by 9:46 a. m. the 
furnace was ready for the reception of 
the body. At this time a small volume of 
white smoke was slowly coming from the 
main flue. In the basement is the com- 
plicated system of piping which convey 
tne gases to the retort, and to the flue. 
Here nothing was to be perceived of heat 
or flame except through little aperatures 
in pipes left for the entrance of air. 


A little after ten o'clock the body, 


wrapped in a shroud, was placed on the 
car with Its head toward the entrance to 
the furnace. 
A solution of alum was 


sprinkled over the shroud and everything 
was ready. The car was npislessly roHed 
to the furnace and by a mechanism at- 
tached 
to 
the 
car, the 
iron 


slab 
was 
moved from the 
rollers 


on 
the 
top of 
tbe 
carriage 
along 


to the others in the 'floor of the retort. 
No heat, smoke or flame escaped from 
the door of the retort as it was opened; 
in fact, the draft was rather the other 
way. 
To the eye nothing was visible but 


a mass of seething, rosy flame, with 
tongues of yellowish blue fire coming 
from the flues at the other end of the 
furnace. 


The body was placed in the furnace at 


10:14 a.m., andatll;19 Signor Gero- 
nimi announced that the cremation was 
completed. Owing to the fact that every- 
thing about the furnace was perfectly 
new, 
ten minutes were allowed to lapse 


before the car was rolled up to the fur- 
nace and the Iron stab with the remains 
drawn on to it. The product of the com- 
bustion was for the most part in tbe form 
of dust but here and there were pieces of 
bone which retained a semblance of their 
form, but which readily crushed to pow- 
der. 


The ashes (slightly discolored, owing 


to the process by which the body had 
been embalmed), 
were placed in an 


tim,- and thus ended the first crema- 
tion in Buffalo. Not at any time could 
the faintest smell be detected by the en- 
thusiastic advocates of the process, who 
climbed to the top of the flue. 


The statistics of the experiment are as 


follows: Weight of body, ninety-eight 
pounds; weight of ashes, three and 
seven-sixteenths pounds; time consumed 
in the cremation one hour and five min- 
utes. The highest degree of heat attained 
in the retort, as nearly as could be dis- 
covered with tests of various metals, 
was 2,232 degrees fahrenheit.

ment—Killed «d Injured. 


DANGERS OF THE DEEP. 


Terrible Experiences of the Steamer Se- 
cret, In a Storm. 


ST. JOHN, N. B., December 28.—The 


heaviest storm ol the season began on 
Saturday afternoon and raged with fear- 
ful violence until after midnight. 
The 


wind at times attained a velocity of sixty 
miles an hour. About six inches of snow 
fell, which has been piled into drifts five 
and six feet high around the city. The 
seas were running mountains high. 
The 


storm was very severe on the Nova Scotia 
coast, and it is feared that serious disas- 
ters to shipping have occurred. 


The steamer Secret, which left this 


port on Saturday morning for Digby, ex- 
perienced the full force of the gale. She 
had scarcely reached raidbay when the 
storm struck her. The Captain kept on, 
expecting to reach Digby before the storm 
assumed serions proportions. In this he 
was unsuccessful, as every minute the 
•wind increased in velocity and the snow 
descended in such blinding squalls as to 
make it impossible for the shore lights 
to be seen. As the wind increased, 
the sea rose and swept clean over the 
steamer. After beating around for sev- 
eral hours without making land the ship 
refused to obey the rudder, and the Cap- 
tain was obliged to put about. In doing 
so the steamer got into the trough of 
the 
sea 
and 
began 
drifting 
to- 


ward 
the 
land. 
She 
drifted 
so 


close 
that 
the 
light 
on 
Point 


Prince could be seen. 
Every one on 


board expected that the steamer woul<l 
be dashed on the rocks, but happily this 
disaster vvas averted. After steaming 
for over an hour, she got headway, and 
the Captain immediately ran for St. John, 
reaching this port at midnight. 


The steamer was one mass of ice. Sev- 


eral passengers who had outside state- 
rooms were imprisoned in them for over 
sixteen hours, the heavy seas which 
swept over the vessel making it im- 
possible for them to communicate with 
other persons on board. Their experi- 
ence was something frightful, as every 
moment they expected the steamer would 
founder.

A Laborer Cm Completely in Two While 


Walking on the Railroad Track- 


Found Frozen. 


An Awful Fiona* Down a Sixty-foot 
Bmbankment. 


NEW EOOHBLLB, N. Y., December 28.-~- 


The train leaving New Haven, bound 
West, at 3:18 a.m. known as the "Big 
Owl" met with a most singular accident 
at Felhamville Station yesterday morning, 
which resulted in tbe death of one of the 
train hands, the serious ffijury of another, 
and the general shaking up oi the passen- 
gers. Tbe train was speeding rapidly 
over 
the 
down 
grade 
between 


New 
RocheBe 
and 
Mt. 
Vernon, 


and when opposite Pelhamville Station 
the engine strode an obstruction on the 
track and went over an embankment 
nearly sixty feet high. The tender and 
mail car followed. The other cars com- 
posing the train dtd not leave the track, 
although two sleepers were thrown on 
their sides. The mall car fell nearly on 
end at the bottom of tbe bank. The fall 
broke the coupling of the air brakes 
pipes, which cnsed the brakes to be ap- 
plied, and the six paaienger cars behind 
the mail car were stopped almost in- 
stantly. 


The obstruction on the track which 


caused the accident was the platform oi 
the station, which had been torn from 
its foundation and thrown across the 
track by the heavy wimJ which prevailed 
during the night. The total loss to the 
railway company is about $10,000. The 
following are the casualties: 


Eugene Blake, fireman, of this city; 


married a few months; killed. 


C, P. Turner, of Boston, mail clerk; 


severely hurt about the breast and back. 
He was taken to the Grand Union Hotel, 
New York. 


The three other mail crews on the train 


were all more or less bruised. Engineer 
Ralph Phillips was badly hurt in the 
back. William Gamble, of Springfield,

baggagemaster, 
was 
injured 


about the back and had his shoulders 
strained. The passengers, of whom there 
were comparatively few on the train, be- 
yond a shaking up, were uninjured.

ALTOONA, PA., December 27.—Yester- 


day evening Orrts Cresson, a laborer, 
while walking on the Pennsylvania Bail- 
road tracks near Allegrippns was knocked 
down and run over by a passenger train. 
When picked np his body was found to 
have been cut entirely In two pieces. A 
watch and chain and 9815 in money were 
found on his person. 


Miss Jane McGarry, a woman of rather 


unsound mind was found yesterday morn- 
ing lying dead on the roadside near Glen- 
rock. 
She started out for a walk last 


evening, and is supposed to have fallen 
and injured herself so severely as to be 
unable to get up again, and froze to death, 
as no marks ot violence were found on 
her person.

SAN FRANCISCO, CAL., December 27.— 


Governor Stoneman yesterday received a 
dispatch from Secretary 
Bayard from 


Washington, in which the writer states 
that his attention has been called by fthe 
Chinese Minister to the movements in 
different cities in this State for the ex- 
pulsion of Chinese. The Minister sug- 
gests a preference to prevent violence 
than to repress it after it may have arisen. 


In reply to Secretary Bayard, Governor 


Stoneman telegraphed: 
"There has not 


been a single act of violence toward the 
Chinese in this State, nor do I anticipate 
any trouble which can not De controlled 
by local authorities. There is a deep- 
seated and unanimous feeling on this 
coast against further immigration of Chi- 
nese. Thousands of good citizens are 
unable to obtain a live.ihood owing to their 
presence." 


In conclusion, he says: "Referring to 


the suggestion of the Chinese Minister to 
yourself as to the proper method of pre- 
serving good order In the State, I may 
say we are capable of performing that 
dnty without gratuitous suggestions from 
that quarter.1" 


The Discovery of Another Comet. 


ROCHESTER, N. Y., December 28.— 


Prof. Swift, of Warner Observatory, Sat- 
urday evening received a telegram from 
Professor Brooks, of Phelps, N. Y., an- 
nouncing the discovery of another comet. 
It is in the constellation of Aquilla, which 
in the early evening is low in the south- 
west. It is situated about six degrees 
south of Alpha, and is described as "bright- 
est," and having a slow easterly motion. 
This secures to Mr. Brooks the second 
Warner prize of $200 of 1885. Prof. 
Swift last evening observed Barnard's 
and the Paris comets. He also found a 
star of the sixth magnitude. Barnard's 
comet has a tail about 2 deg. and 30 min 
long, with the nucleus entirely to the pre- 
ceding sld« of the coma. The Paris 
comet Is brighter, but has no tail.

Captain Horace Morgan, ST., who has been a 


regldent of Deoatur three yean, died suddenly 
of paralysis Saturday night at 11:30 o'olook at 
the family residence on Hast North street, at- 
tended by his faithful wife, several of his soni 
and his grandson, Charles B. Morgan, who hu 
been hi 9 constant attendant for a number of 
months. The deceased, who was In the 13d 
year of his age, had been In poor health for a 
number of years, and not long lince visited 
Hot Springs, where he remained several weeks. 
He always believed he would pau away sud- 
denly, and though he was able to be up and 
about even on the evening of his death, the 
family realized that he was not well, and Dr. 
Ira N. Barnes was summoned to attend him. 
The appearances of paralysis were apparent 
to the physician and he so informed the fami- 
ly. Mr. Morgan was Induced to He down. He 
sank into a sleep from which ho did not awake, 
the spirit leaving the body at the time stated 


The deceased was a fine-looking old gentle- 


man, courteous and kind to all, and he had 
hosts of friends In the community. He was 
best known, however, at Springfield, Taylor- 
ville, Bloomlcgton and other cities, where the 
news of his death will be received with sorrow. 
Mr. Morgan had led an active life, and was 
courageous and gritty to the last. Though he 
was not feeling well on Christmas day in com- 
pany with his wife, he went to the home of his 
son Albert In a carriage and took dinner. He 
was greatly attached to his family and he en- 
Joyed the full confidence of his children. ' 


Horace Morgan was born at Plainneld, wind- 


ham county, Conn., April 5, 1813. Hli father 
died when be was a babe. He engaged in farm- 
Ing pursuits near Plainneld until he was 21 
years of age, when he came west with • colony 
of Connecticut people In the year 1889, and 
settled at Old Stonington, a town 2^ miles 
east of Stonington on the St. Louis division of 
the Wabssh, below Deoatur. There were about 
100 people in the colony, and for a long time 
they all lived together In one large house. The 
party were two months reaching their desti- 
nation, coming to Pittsburg by canal and riv- 
ers, and then going In a steamer down the 
Ohio river to Cairo, thence to St. Louis up the 
Mississippi. They traveled overland with oz 
teams to Old Stonlngton. In 183G Mr. Morgan 
married Mercy Ann Button at Plainneld. The 
family moved from Old Stonington to Taylor- 
ville in 1813, and removed thence to Spring- 
Held March 4.1849, where he continued to re- 
side until hii removal to Decatur In 1882. 
During his residence at Springfield he served 
four years as city marshal, and it was during 
the first year of his official career that he was 
very seriously injured wMle attempting to 
save the life of a boy named James Gourley, 
now engaged In the jewelry business at the 
state capital. The boy was in the way of a 
runaway team and Marshal Morgan ran out 
to avert the catastrophe. As he did so he waa 
struck by the horses, both falling upon him 
and breaking several of his rlba. He was con- 
fined to his bed for several months and never 
fully reooveied from the effects of the inju- 
ries received in saving the boy's life. He ac- 
quired a knowledge of the carpenter's trade, 
and built many of the bridges on the Chicago 
and Alton road between Bloomington and 
Alton, and afterwards was In charge of the 
shops of the old Great Western (now Wabash) 
road at Springfield. Befere removing to the 
west the deceased was captain of a state mili- 
tia company in Connecticut, and for a term of 
si x years he was captain of the police force at 
the state capltol building, and while serving 
in that capacity he formed the acquaintance 
of most of the prominent notables of this and 
other states, who called while John I,. Bever- 
idge and Shelby M. Cullom were governors. 


The deceased was the father of nine chil- 


dren, sii of whom with their mother, now in 
the 74th year of her ape, are still living. They 
are Walter, Horace, Mrs. C, A. Taylor, Albert 
S., George K. Morgan and Mrs. A. B. Elnney. 


The sons of the deceased had arranged for 


the celebration of the golden wedding of their 
parents, to occur in January, and to-day the 
printed Invitations for that event arrived at 
the sorrow stricken home. They will be en- 
closed In the envelopes containing notices of 
time of the funeral and sent to friends. 


The funeral will take place from the Baptist 


church Tuesday afternoon at 2:30 o'clock, 
Hev. Dr. Vosbugh officiating. The deceased 
united with the Baptist church when a boy, 
and has ever been a faithful Christian. 


The remains will be placed in the vault at 


Greenwood end next spring they will betaken 
to Springfield for final Interment in the family 
lot.

CREMATION.

building is near the Mount Olivet Ceme- 
tery, in the outskirts of Brooklyn. 
When finished, it will be a handsome 
two-story marble structure.

part will contain the offices, etc. A 
funeral party will pass through to a 
large hall or chapel m the rear, where 
the coffin will be placed in a catafalque, 
and funeral 
services will be held. 


While the company are in the chapel 
and the services going on, the coffin 
will be noiselessly and out of sight low- 
ered through the floor into the base- 
ment and incinerated.1' 
" What is the process of incinera- 


tion?" I inquired. 


"The body U wrapped in a linen 


cloth coated with alum, laid on a slab 
of spapstone, and shoved into a retort 
of fire-clay. No fire comes in contact 
with the body at all. The retort is 
heated to about three. thousand degrees 
and reduces the body to ashed without 
flame or burning." 


"How long does it take?" 
"About thirty minutes to every hun- 


dred pounds weight of the corpse. Au 
average man of one hundred and fifty 
pounds is reduced to ashes in about 
three-quarters of an hoar. 


"What becomes of the lisen cloth?" 
"O, it goes to ashes, too, and min- 


gles with those of the corpse. Bat it 
does not make more than a teaspoonful 
of ashes, and is not worth taking into 
account. The body makes about three 
pounds of ashes to every one hundred 
pounds of weight. The ashes are a pale 
gray in color, dry and light Of course, 
if desired, the body could be wrapped 
in asbestos cloth, which would not be 
reduced to ashes, thus keeping the 
ashes of the dead entirely pure." 


I asked Mr. Bpngless wnat the cost 


of sr.ch a funeral would be. He said it 
would be less than half, perhaps only 
one-third, the cost of an ordinary 
funeral. 
Of course, the cost would 


vary with the amount expended on the 
urn in which the ashes were deposited. 
Some people would want the urns of 
precious metals adorned with gems, 
but the majority would probably select 
a plain bronze vase. Those who wished 
would take the urns away with them, 
to keep in their homes. But the gen- 
eral rule would be to have them ar- 
ranged in niches or on shelves along 
the walls of mortuary chapels. Each 
would bear an epitaph, of course.—N. 
Y. Cor. filtsburgh Despatch. 


FORETELLING THE WEATHER. 


How an Old Resident of Bronkljm Read* 


th* SI(VI of the Air. 


The sky was almost dark last night 


about eight o'clock, although stars 
could be seen. Looking down Fulton 
street, a black horizon in the west, 
black as ink, and of that character 
which the country good-wife is apt to 
describe "as heavy as lead," appeared 
above the house-tops. Manager Edwin 
Knowles, of the Grand Opera House, 
who had been t liking with a Union re- 
porter, asked if the inky color of the 
sky in the west so soon after the sinking 
of the sun meant rain. 
The answer! 


for obviona reasons, was rather e |uiv- 
ocal. 
An old man, with bent shoulders 


and uncertain step, also gazed at the 
sky just then. 


"There's a s!gn of a storm not far 


oft', but we'll have a cool and then a 
murky spell before it comes," said the 
old man. "1 a n't much now on fore- 
telling the weather," he added, "but I 
used to be good on it. The fact of the 
matter is, 1 sludied it. 
My name is 


Jones, and everybody on Flatbnsh av- 
enue and Atlantic avenue knows me. I 
can tell you some things I have found 
out and some things tunt I hare read. 
But you may be sure that the signs ot 
one day foretell the weather of the next. 
When distant objects stand out verv 
clear in the atmosphere, a storm u near. 
When heavy white clouds are -seen 
after a shower, we'll have plenty of 
snow next winter. If there isn't any 
clouds in the sky, it may mean more 
of a storm than if the clouds are plenti- 
ful. 
When the stars are numerous and 


bright, that's a sign of bad weather 
before long. If you see shafts of red 
in the east just before the sun rises, 
there's going to be wind soon, perhaps 
the next day. When the swallows fly 
high, it's clear weather; if they fly low, 
look out for rain. 
If pigeons hang 


around the coop, it means rain; if they 
fly away and fly a great deal, the 
weather will be dry for at least a day 
or two. Of course, I mean well-fed 
pigeons. A starved bird will look for 
something to eat, rain or no rain. If 
a male cat stays in the house, on his 
own accord at "night, look out for a 
storm in less than twenty-four hours. 
If a she-cat washes her face before 
breakfast, it's a sign of rain. The av- 
erage dog will come in under shelter 
six hours before rain, no, matter how 
clear the sky is. If the panes, ol glass 
In your windows are cool when the 
weather is warm, rain is near. No 
matter how warm you may be in the 
city on a summer's day, if you can 
breathe freely the weather will continue 
clear: if yon feel as if you needed air, 
or as if choking, yon can be .sues oi 
rain in a short while. I've .watched 
all these signs for years, and they're

j EUROPEANS IN (NDtA. 


How They Arc Dtotritata* Ttuwijbrat 


tkcOovntrr. 


There are 140,000 Europeans in India, 


These are- scattered over Die land. Th» 
soldiers are in places deemed best fitted; 
for strategic purposes, sometimes at 
regiments, frequently as a moiety oi 
regiments, very seldom in small bands. 
Non-military Europeans are most nu- 
merous in the presidency cities, Calculi 
ta, Madras and Bombay, but even in 
these they form a very small part of tha 
population. For instance, there are 
only 5,000 in Calcutta, which has a pop- 
ulation of 500,000. They are found in 
•mailer numbers in the groat cities ol 
the interior, such aa Delhi, Agra and 
Allahabad. At the headquarters of dis- 
tricts there are a few European officials, 
.and 
generally a few 
non-officials. 


Many of our people are very solitary, 
living often, at a great distance from 
their European brethren. In onr sur- 
vey of Europeans in India we may be- 
gin with English sailors in Indian 
ports when the census was taken, and 
who, 
we suppose, were included in it. 


The character of our sailors at home 
and abroad is well known. The re- 
straint on board ship during long voy- 
ages is followed in most cases by li- 
cense on shore. In a country like India 
the license has often taken a peculiarly 
revoltinf" form. Once, when sailing 
down the Hoogly, we had as a fellow- 
passenger an old inhabitant of Calcut- 
ta, who pointed out to us a grove near 
one of the places where large vessels 
ivere often anchored for days, where 
sailors were allowed to land, and where 
scenes were enacted which in vileness 
could not have been exceeded by the 
worst 
orgies 
oi 
heathen 
na- 


tions. Such scenes are no longer 
witnessed, 
but 
still, 
when 
on 


leave 
from 
their 
ships, 
with 


many the grog-shops 
and 
houses 


of infamy are the favorite resorts 
Tha 


more respectable natives dread them, 
and keep aloof from them, but a class 
o£ low natives pander to their vices. 
While there is still much to deplore in 
our sailors, much has been done and is 
being done for their improvement in 
character and conduct. 
Not a few 


Lave become decided Christians, and 
the wickedness of many more has been 
restrained. Their treatment on board 
ship is better, the voyages are shorter; 
many are on board steamers that are 
never for a long period at sea; many 
can read, and much is done to supply 
them with good books. We have men- 
tioned that of the 140,000 Europeans in 
India no fewer than 63,000 are soldiers. 
They form a very important and indis- 
pensable portion of the community. 
Let them be withdrawn, let it be known 
all over the Indian continent that they 
are withdrawn, and crur Government 
would speedily collapse. Wa do not 
say thatour Government, because alien, 
rests mainly on force. It rests largely 
on the good-will of the nation of In- 
dia, and that good-will rests ou their 
beiug justly and wisely ruled; bnt in 
the ambition and interests of various 
classes there are elements of strite 
ready to burst into a desolating storm 
if unrestrained by the knowledge of a 
power which can not be successfully 
resisted. Neither is it just to say that 
our army is maintained to fasten down 
a foreign yoke on tlie neck of India. It 
does maintain our power; without it in 
tin' great mutiny we should have been 
swept away, but it maintains our power 
to preserve peace and order all over 
the continent 
If withdrawn, we be- 


lierc scenes of bloodshed and anarchy 
wc.uld soon he witnessed such as the 
world has seldom seen. We may wel 
attach a high va'ue to a body of men 
so indispensable for our security ant 
the fulfilling of our national vocation.
